Beginning at practically the xero 
point, It progreaaed alowly at flrat, but 
la now uMvlnt ferwaid wUh giant 
atrtdee. At the time of tlieir InoepUon 
these new euteri)rlaea were eo welcome 
to the public- that It did not eeek to 
throw alwut them any obetmctlve or 
bara88lug ((luilltioiis. Kathor, It wel- 
comed tbeui Willi op«u arms aud wax i 
only anxious for their eatabUalment 
and develoiuiieut. 

This is strikingly shown by the pro- 
Tiaiooa of the charters granted by the 
atate ot Maaaachusetta to three of the 
flmt rallroada \a this country, organ- 
laed respectively In 1820 and 1830- 
tbat the ratea of fare and freight, the 
construction of the roads, the form of 
cnPK "and nil oihc r malter-J and thine-;

.And no it wa« with reference to the 
electric telcu'iapli. The first line was 
built between Haliimorc and WnHhing- 
ton In 1844. and, if my memory Is not 
at fault, congress voted the Inventor a 
large aum in recognition of his con- 
tribution to the pnblic welfare. 

So also when Ibe street railway waa in- 
troduced In 18S2 and Ita aucceaaor, the 
electric railway, about 1880, and when 
the telephone and electric light both 
made their lirst appearance in coiu- 
niercial use in 1870 the conimuulties 
w hich they .were established to serv.- 
were clamoroua for their Introdnctlou 
and were not much If at all eonesmetl 
about their regulation. 

But In all these esses wbst wsa at 
first a wonder or a novelty soon be 
came a commonplace adjimct to dally 
life. The public awakened to the fact 
that these utilities bad uot been estab 
lished for purely eleemosynary pur- 
IHWes— that, In the expresxlve lanRUUK'e 
of the day, their owners wetv "not In 
bualneaa for their health." The more 
modem doctrine, promulgated. I be- 
lieve, from New York dty, of "the pub- 
lic be damned" was a more or less 
natural outcome of later conditions. 
The result was that In l ac li case and in 
a souiewhat natural order the public 
took a hand in what turned out to be 
the dangerous game of pobUc regula- 
tion and control. 

▲t first theae efforts took the form of 
rste regulation in the case of railroads. 
These were frequently the product of 
resentment and prejudice and etcept 
for the iuterventlon of the federal Ju- 
<llclary would have bi'cu disastroUH. Bj 
throwing o\ fr trans|>ortaliou companies 
the protection of the constitution, guar- 
anteeing all our citizens, including cor- 
porationa. againat apollation under the 
forma of law. ruinous conaequencea of 
111 advlaed legialation have frequently 
been avoided. 

The supreme court, while afflrmin;; 
the right and exclusive authority of 
state leglslaturi'H to regulate rates and 
tix luaxinium charges, has also sulijet ted 
the reasonableness of legislative aetlou 
iu this respect to the test of Judicial in- 
quiry. It haa inaiated upon ratea which 
are auffldsntly alike to give a reaaon- 
able return upon a reasonable Invest- 
ment and at the same time be Inher- 
ently fair and reasonable to the public. 
While insisting that ordinarily a cor- 
ponitlou is entitled to some [iroUt upon 
Its enterprise, the court has uot as yet 
undort.ikea to saj what that profll 
ahall he, except la oue case U. 8. 
201, 1008), that the rates of a water 
company may be lawfully reduced by 
legiahitive action to a point where the 
bualneaa will yield only 6 per cent upon 
the fair value of the Investment 

It sccnis natural aud appropriate to 
suggest at this point that oue of the 
most important functions of the ucwly 
created public service coumilssious oi 
the state of New York may be to 
determine, iu the tlrst iiytancc, whut 
a reaaonable return ia upon capital 
inveated In tbs public service corpora- 
tions which sre under tbelr super- 
viaiuu and control, and it la at leaat 
reasonable to indult;e the hope that 
they will uot undertake to limit that 
return within the narrow margin 
which has been accepted by the court 
as sufficient In the case of such a com 
paratlvely simple and well established 
enterprise as that of the supply of 
water. Tbsre la but little analogy be- 
tween tbs cssss. If tbs return on capi- 
tal inveated In what can be properly 
descrit>cd ns eaaentially ezperioisntal 
Industries, such aa atreet railway and 
eleitric enterprises, is to be confined 
to any such tlgtire as C per cent It will, 
in my Judgment, he a sorry day, not 
only for those who have tl>elr money 
at haxard in theae enterprises, but for 
the public at large whoee Interest lies 
In tbelr pvepsr dsveBopmeot and ez-

So far aa I know public service cor- 
porations other tban steam railroads 
have In but rare Instances been made 
the subject of state regulation or con- 
trol by special tribunals created for 
the purpose. They have ordinarily 
been left at tbs mercy of state legia- 
laturea or. worss yet, of the various 
municipal snttaorttlss where they oper- 
Bte. They bava tbos been forced more 
or leaa into stats and local politics, a 
course Juatlfled. if at all, by the dic- 
tates of "the flmt law of nature"— 
that of self defense. Hut In ISIWI the 
state of Massachusetts enten>d upon a 
more enlightened experiment in public 
regulation and control of qnaai public 
enterpriaea, and since that time the 
capitaliaatlon, debt, ratea, aervice and 
general conduct of the public service 
corporations of Mssssebnsetts bavs 
been wltbin the control and regulation 
of pnblic bodies created for the pur- 
pose. 

The one primal defect In the laws of 
Massachusetts reculatlng and limiting 
the stock and bond issuer of ita pub- 
lic service corporations, an error which 
ought to be avoided in the admlniatra- 
tlon of the law In New Tork, list IS 
tbs fSOure to dlserimlnats between 
new enterprises or basardous exten- 
sions of old enterprises on tbe one 
hand and veil established industries 
on the other. Admitting that the se- 
curities of the latter can properly l>e 
limited to amounta auiBclent only to 
cover the reaaonable expense of ordi- 
nary additions to.plant and the returna 
upon them to the going rates of inter- 
eat or profit l^tlmats In esubllsbed 
businesses of like character, the rea- 
aonableneaa of the rule disappeara 
when applied to extensions of unusual 
character or into fields of doubtful 
profit, and particularly to cases of in- 
cursions by new enteri>rlscs Into hith- 
erto unexpUdted fields. 

The pioneer who flrat dares to ex- 
plore hitherto onexploited territory or 
the Inveator who Is willing to incrssse 
the usefulness of bis enterpriae by 
extending it into channels of doubtful 
profit should not be treatinl In the mat- 
ter of Initial securities or the returns 
upon them with the same strictness 
aa the conservative investor In an es- 
tablished bualneaa. To quote Presi- 
dent E^lot again: 

"There is much to be said on behalf 
of the propQgltfon tbat there shall be 
no water in the atock of public service 
corporations, yet if this principle had 
been applied to nil sfrwt railway and 
lighting companies during the past 
thirty-live years the public would bare 
waited long for facilities which they 
have greatly enjoyed and profited by." 

The great authority of the supreme 
court of ths United States, as e xp rss s - 
ed in the case of nandley versus Stnts, 
1S9 U. S., 417, stsnds for substsntlally 
the aame propoaltion.
